It will be seen by the following proceeding of a Court 
Martial at Leeds, that Lieut. White is cashiered for the 
outrages committed by him, in that town, on the 24th of 
August last.

Dragoons, and 
charges the People—the peaceable, unoffending People, in 
the streels of Lecds !—Happily no mischief was done—had 
even a single man been wounded, this Lient. White musi 
have been adjudged guilty of Murder—for the only diffe- 
renge between an assault by a raflian with a knife, and an
